Dadiya (Daadiya, Loodiya) is one of the Savanna languages of 
northeastern Nigeria. 

Distribution 


Dadiya settlements were originally located in and around the Muri 
Mountains 

■ Muri Mountains (northern ridge, in settlements such as 
LooKwila, LooFiyo, LooBwars, and LooKulakuli) 

■ Loo Basin (such as in LooTip and LooFaa) 

■ south of the Muri Mountains (settlements in the foothills, 
such as Tunga and Bollere) 

Today, Dadiya is spoken in Bambam, where the Emir of Dadiya 
lives in one of its wards. 
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
